DESIGNING WOMEN. 


American women are making more 


money nowadays than ever before in fur- 
nisliing designs for manufacturers, in 
adapting designs received from manufac- 
turers or found in books, and in execu- 
ting designs thus invented or adapted. I 
saw the oilier day a pair of suspenders 
faced with blue satin, on wliicli a clever 
young graduate of the Cooper Institute 
had painted in water-colors a simple de- 
sign 
of conventionalized flowers and 


leaves. 
The work might have occupied 


two hours, and the pay was at the rate of 
seven dollars a dozen. 
I suppose that in 


an emergency she could have painted a 
dozen in a day. The order came from a well 
known firm of dealers in men's wear, and 
while filling it she was offered similar work 
by the same firm, what she had already 


course of instruction including drawing 
and painting in water-colors and distem- 
per upon leather, glass, wood, and so 
forth. 
When circulars were issued bv 


the trustees of the Museum announcing 
that "the object U to furnish instruction 
to young women seeking a means of sup- 
port in practical, remunerative produc- 
tion," much interest was awakened, and a 
good number of pupils put in an appear- 
ance, although the fee for the course was 
111 teen dollars. 
Hut this year, so fur, the 


attendance is considerably less, which 
one of the trustees explains as follows 
"1 lit in u nutshell," he says, "the whole 
trouble is this • our experience has taught 
us that the young women who entered the 
class were in too great a hurry to make 
njoiicy: they expected to be coached at 
once into a state of affluent remuneration 
Anybody can easily learn u smattering of 
anything, but theie is no royal load to 
thorough knowledge. 
TO design well, to 


execute art work tliat is aitistic, a pro- 
tracted drill in elementary principles — 
particularly in the principles of drawing 
—is indispensable. 
As soon as we began 


to teach them drawing, they were impa- 
tient to gel into coloring. As soon as 
we began to show ilium how

of doing more. 
Being asked on one oc- I persuaded tli 


casion what she would consider a com- 
fortable income from decorative art-work, 
she answered : "When I began to study 
art, I should have felt rich if I had earned 
eight dollars a week. 
1 can live very 


comfortably on from 
twelve to fifteen 


dollars a week, not dressing extravagantly 
of course, but getting along very nicely 
indeed." Her present income is much 
more than that, and I venture to s.iy that 
none of her friends think her lot a labori- 
ous one, and that, when evening comes 
on, she is not so tired as the shop girls 
are, who earn pel haps only one-fourth as 
much. 


A clever young woman, after a course 


of training in one of the classes of the 
Cooper Institute—tlie 
class in normal 


drawing—designed a pvttern for a wall 
paper, and submitted it for inspection 
to an artist of tlie other sex, who bought 
it of her, and then sold it to some wall 
paper manufacturers. 
She has never felt 


that the bujer gave her as much as lie 
received from the firm to whom he sold 
the pattern, fur she knows that, in the 
present state of woman's relations to cap- 
ital, men, as a rule, are paid more than 
women for the sime quality of art work. 


Several pupilsofth.it institution called 


recently upon a well known firm of man- 
ufacturers of wall paper, and submitted 
to them some original designs of their 
own. 
They were very courteously re- 


ceived by the head of the establishment, 
who, 
after admiring the products of their 


skill, replied "Ladies, these patterns are 
beautiful. 
They are clever. 
They are 


highly artistic. 
But I w i l l be frank with 


you 
We do not deal, to any amount, in 


designs that are beautiful, clever, and 
highly artistic. As men and brethren 
we admire them greatly, but as manufac- 
turers we care little for the most of them, 
because they do not sell. 
Occasionally 


in the cities we can dispose of such wares, 
but the popular taste, generally speaking, 
has not yet climbed up to them. 
Buyers, 


as a rule, do not appreciate them, aiid we 
must manufacture not what we ourselves 
think the most highly of, hut what we 
can find a market for. 
I will show you 


the pattern in wall papers of which we are 
now selling the largest quantities." 
So 


saying, he withdrew for a moment, and 
returned with a sample of what, to tho5e 
aesthetic and cultivated young women, 
was "perfectly horrid," and they were 
not slow to express their estimate of it. 
I'Very true," replied the manufacturer, 
kindly ; "but this \ve can sell, and yours 
we cannot." 


Here, then, is a principal difficulty 


which capable women designers are forced 
to encounter. It is a dilemma, likewise; 
for while only those who are educated in 
the principles of designs can produce 
beautiful designs, almost 
anybody can 


produce designs that are not beautiful. 
A manufacturer who has no trouble in 
obtaining persons to prepare ordinary and 
ugly designs, has no inclination to en- 
courage capable women who can prepare 
extraordinary and charming ones. 
By- 


and-by undoubtedly the conditions will 
be changed, and as the public becomes 
educated up to a higher ideal of what is 
desirable in matters of decoration, the 
demand for good work will increase. 


Within the last five years, however, 


the public taste actually has made long 
strides in this direction. 
The desire for 


artistic homes has widened, and we arc 
entering upon an epoch which a hundred 
years to come may he known as the 
American Renaissance. A well known 
member of the National Academy of D*- 
sign, at Fourth Avenue and Twenty-third 
street—an artist whom we will call |a 
typical Academician—told with much 
enthusiasm the other day a story of a lady 
of wealth and cultivation who, having just 
married her daughter, and feeling lon«ly 
in consequence, had begun to take lessons 
in drawing. "She must be," he said, "at 
least fifty-five years old; she has never 
made a sketch in her life ; and now she 
is learning to draw." "What for V he 
was asked. "Oh, in order to decorate her 
house. And I tell you there are lots of wo- 
men like her. The feminine rage for dec- 
oration is a universal tide, and at high 
water. It will give 'us artists' a lift by- 
and-by, I have no doubt; as the taste for 


began to show ilium how to make 


money, they were so eager to be making 
it as to spurn the necessary prerequisites 
thereto. 
This has been our difficulty, 


and it is one that cannot be overcome 
until young women who aspire to support 
themselves by art consent to make them- 
selves at least respectable draughtsmen." 


A young woman of Cincinnati recently 


surprised her friends by the cleverness 
with which she frescoed the ceiling of the 
house of a resident of that city. 
Having 


mounted a ladder, and w'.th the aid of a 
brush half the si/.e of a whitewash brush, 
she produced some beautiful tones by the' 
juxtaposition of her hastily applied pig- 
ments, leaving behind her", when the job 
was finished, a decoiative cfi'ect 
\erv 


striking and sane. 
Already she had ex- 


ercised her talents to some extent in 
painting pictures in oil and water-colors, 
but this novel departure awakened a 
novel interest.

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ties. And if the time ever comes when 
the various manufacturers will encourage 
such an institution as the technical schools 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art by 
using them for the instruction of their 
apprentices, hy contributing to th«ir sup- 
port, the means of communication be- 
tween the manufacturer and the dcsigne 
will bo greatly facilitated. To-day ^the 
Association of Carriage Manufacturers 
is subscribing twelve hundred dollars s 
year to those technical schools for the 
purpose of training a class of designers 
who shall be of practical service in that 
department of industrial art. Finally, 
the influences and kind offices of friends 
arc most important helps to young wo- 
men designers who have pattern* and 
models to sell—almost as important as 
perseverance and tact.—Iftirpfm 
Jlnair. 


HOW AMERICA NOUELS TALK.

ital Museum of Art were opened last year 
at Nos. 214 and 216 East Fourteenth 
street, and in addition to evening classes 
for young men in drawing and designing, 
in modelling, in the drafting aud con- 
struction of carriages, and in fresco dec- 
oration, and day class for women in 
•'tempora decoration" was organized, the 


e young artist to accompany 


her to New York. 
On arriving in this 


city, the two repaired to the studio of a 
clever and successful young painter, who, 
after examining the pictures o f t h e C i n - 
cimiatian, offered to give her lessors in 
painting for a month, in return for one of 
the works which she had shown him. 
"And 1 shall be cheating you if you 
accept my offer," he gallantly added , 
"for your picture is worth more than my 
lassons." 
In three months the ambition's 


pupil returned to her home, and if sensi- 
ble enough to eor.timie her experiments 
in frescoing, she w i l l make her mark. Let 
us hope llivt a craze for "high art" has 
not transformed her into a mere producer 
ofpictmcs that mbody wants. 
Still, if 


she possesses tlie genius, k't her b\ all 
means make of herself another AngeluM 
Kauffiiian or another llos.i lionheur. The

A young woman who h is mastered the 


fundamental principles of design, mci w h o 


able to impress herself on berwoik, has 


three ways of disposing of the products 
jf her skill. 
In the fust place, .she may 


become a teacher, and give her 
pupils

earn.

tute, the 
dem.iud from the West fur 


eachers of drawing is greater that ever 
icfore, mid cle\er gills who are recoin- 
nended by the authorities of the Insti- 
tute find no difficulty in obtiining remu- 
nerative positions. One of these girls is 
now a teacher in Michigan at a salary of 
eighty dollai s a month. Another receives 
a thousand dollars a year. 
In the K.ist- 


ern cities and their suburbs fiom one 
doll ir to two dollars an hour is paid for 
such instruction, either by principals of 
schools or by private persons. 
In the 


next place, some of tbe leading firms of 
house decorators are employing the at tis- 
tic services of women lo carry out their 
designs at a sil.wy of from eight to twelve 
dollars a week. 
This work, of course, 


pays less than much .special work per- 
formed by the artist at her own home, 
but it has the advantage of familiarizing 
her with the best that is done in her de- 
partment, of increasing her acquaintance 
with buyers, and, in general, of placing 
her en rappurt 
with current business 


methods and means, so that, if endowed 
with the requisite talents, she may soon 
create a constituency of her own. In 
the third place, she can make designs at 
home, and sell them directly. 
The de- 


mand for such designs is varied and brisk, 
if they are adapted to the purpose for 
which they arc intended. 
Take so simple 


a thing as a trademark on the lining of 
the crown of a man's hat. When the 
manufacturer desires an aiticle of that 
sort, to whom is he to go for it if not 
to a professional designer ? Or take the 
patterns 
of chandeliers and sconces. 


Every manufacturer of these wares is 
on the lookout for something novel and 
striking, and I know of at least one in- 
stance where a clever woman pupil of the 
Cooper Institute met his needs most ad- 
mirably. 
As for new models for wood- 


carving, these are in constant denrind, 
and a kuowledge of the principles of de- 
sign has enabled many a young woman to 
supply them at short notice. 
Cabinet- 


makers, upholsterers, and silversmiths are 
continually in a start of mind lest the 
next season shall find them in the lurch. 
You may say that they employ salaried 
designers of their o\\n, and so they do, 
but most of these artists arc foreigners, 
and there is room and to spare for the use 
of thoroughly American patterns which 
shall express thoroughly American ideas, 
and bring out the aroma of the soil on 
which Americans live. 
The experience 


of hundreds of American women who have 
mastered the principles of design attests 
the truth of this statement. 


Well, suppose that your designs are al- 


ready made, and that they are available 
to the manuAicturer, how are you to put 
them bofore him ? One way, and the 
most direct, is to call at his office, as the 
young designers of the patterns for wall- 
papers did, and show him what you have 
done. It is possible that he may be dis- 
courteous. I know of a well-known house 
decorator—a foreigner — who answered 
the application of his visitor by advising

The women make a straight out fight for 
their rights in Nebraska, and received 
about i»,),000 votes. 
In 1880, Nebraska 


had a voting popoulntion of 80,000, and 
prob.uly had fully 100,000 at the time oi 
the lale election. If it is true that of 
this n imber of votes the women suffra- 
gists received say 12S,000 votes, then it is 
fair to assume that in the 1'nited States 
there are now '2,500,000 woman suffra- 
gists, since there are now in this country 
a voting population of about 13,000,000. 
This is not a bad showing. 
Indeed, all 


things considered, the outlook may be 
regarded 
as encouraging. 
Those who 


have a taste for investigating the advanc- 
ing strides of truth over error in the past 
or present, will find much to encourage 
women who are battling for emancipation 
from the thralldom of ignorance and prej.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


According to Prof. Loomis, about one- 


'fifth of tlio entire land surface of tlio 
globe lias un annual rain fall of less than 
ten inches, and a still larger part has a 
rain fall so snnll as to make it valueless 
for purposes of agriculture except in the 
limited districts where irrigation is prac- 
ticable. 
In North America 
nn almost 


rainless reigon is found in Southern Cal- 
afornia and Arizona, and in a large dis- 
trict about Slave Lake the yearly precip- 
itation of water is only about ten inches. 


Mr. F. ('. Wliitelioiise contends that 


the caverns of the island of Stafi'a, in- 
cluding the famous i'ingal's Cave, are 
.artificial, and created by the Innd of man 
at some very early period. 
He bases his 


theory on the Gothic shape of the roofs, 
the sheltered location of tho caves, the 
lack of evidence of erosion of the rocks 
by the water, and the 
insufficient me- 


chanical power of the sea-waves at that 
island to evacuate such caves. 


Mr. (Irani Allen has drawn this imagi- 


nary picture of man as evolutionists sup- 
pose him to have existed 
in miocene 


times : "A tall and hairy creature, more 
or less erect, but with a slouching gait, 
blackfaced and whiskered, with protrud- 
ing jaws and large pointed canine teeth 
—those of eacli jaw fitted into an inter- 
space in the opposite row. These teeth, 
as Mr. l>anvin suggests, were used it. the 
coinbatsofthcmales. His forehead waslow 
and retreating, with bony bosses underlay- 
ing the shaggy eyebrows, uhieh gave him 
a fierce expression something like that of 
the gorilla. 
But already, in all 
likeli- 


hood, he had learned to w a l k habitually 
erect, and had begun to develop a human 
pelvis, as well as to carry his head more 
straight." 


Mons. Paul liert, the French physiolo- 


gist, has discovered that the blood of 
herbivorous animals acclimi/ed at high 
elevations contains a much larger propor- 
tion oxygen than the 
blood of similiar 


animals living in regions but little above 
sea-level. 


In a recent paper Prof. Willis DC Ilass 


staled that all the mines ol the Lake Su- 
perior reigon give evidence of having 
been worked by a prehistoric race, and 
that a greater amount of labor had been 
performed by those ancient miners in a 
space of less than two thousand acres than 
two thousand men could do in twenty 
years in our time. 


It has been found by Mons. J. 
15. 


Dumas that water saturated with alum is 
remarkably efficient in extinguishing fires. 
This property is supposed to be due to 
the coating it gives to objects wet with 
it, which prevents contact with the oxy- 
gen of the air and thus retards combus- 
tion. 
It is reported that, as an experi- 


ment, French firemen are to be quite 
extensively supplied with instruments for 
throwing such solutions of alum. 


That great room for improvement in 


the use of gas exists is shown by Dr. C. 
W. Siemens, who says : "The amount of 
light given out by a gas flama depends 
on tho temperature to which the particles 
of solid carbon in the flame are raised, 
and Dr. Tyndall has shown that of the 
radiant energy set up in such a flame 
only the twenty-fifth part is luminous : 
the hot products of combustion carry off 
at least four times as much energy as is 
radiated, so that not more than one- 
hundredth part of the heat evolved in 
combustion is converted into light. 
This 


proportion could be improved, however, 
by increasing the temperature of combus- 
tion." 


Prof. Than of the Buda-Pcsth Society 


of Natural Science, has, from experi- 
ments, formed the opinion that no risk 
of fire from illuminating gas exists so 
long as the gas forms less than five per 
cent, of the atmosphere of a given space : 
but between five and twelve per cent, it 
begins to be ignitable, and when it 
readies twenty-nine per cent, the liabil- 
ity of explosion is great.

are hut a hand:"til compared with those 
who help do the work of the world in all 
other directions. 


It is well that this is the case. 
The 


earth is richer ;md wiser, and civilization 
is higher and grander because of the 
"real diversity of employment, and the 
broad range of opportunity. The brilli- 
ant lights of the earth have not bscn con- 
"med to any pai ticular class of laborers. 
Neither have the benefactors, nor those 
rrotn whom tin; world has derived its 
chief gifts, its highest advantages, and 
its noblest joys- 
These are the ones who 


arc not forgotte.i in the records of his- 
tory. 
Those an- the ones who live in the 


applause and d slight of mankind. The 
human family -:ould well have spared 
hosts of those Mho slumber in oblivion, 
but not one of the number whose worth 
has commanded the praise of the world, 
and whose names shine i;i its annals like 
stars in the firmnncnt. They toiled not 
at manual labor like drudging "pro- 
ducers," neithei did they spin, but they 
blessed humanity by their genius, or 
gave it the benefit of their sublime use- 
fulness. 


It is not u sign of strength or wisdom 


to put a light estimate on even the hum- 
bler class of non-producers. 
The man 


who builds a shi,>, or the one who makes 
an engine, is entitled to no more regard 
than the captain who commands one, or 
the engineer who drives the other. It 


isli for a manufacturer of 


yardsticks to pul on airs and tell the wo- 
men who measure calico with them that 
they are of small consequence. 
The sun- 


burned man of toil who devotes his ener- 
gies to the production of a cabbage, 
should not scorn the brawny cook who 
successfully prepares it for the table. No 
man's horizon should be so limited as to 


:ad him to imagine that thu earth turns 


on its axis for his particular benefit. 
Merchants and Invyers, physicians and 
clergymen, and tiiose who are engaged in 
the diversified br inches of commerce, are 
apt to consider their callings quite as im- 
portant as the business of raising onions, 
or of manipulating cotton and wool. 


A class of pol.tical economists styled 


Physiocratists, h-jld that the earth was 
the sole producer of wealth, and they re- 
garded the cultiv itors of the soil as the 
"productive class," and mechanics, man- 
ufacturers, and iiicrchants as tiie unpro- 
ductive class. 
I know not why they des- 


ignated the manufacturers in this way, 
unless it was because they considered it 
to be their business merely to change tlie 
form and condition of what had been al- 
ready produced, or because they looked 
upon them as simply representatives of the 
of the capital employed, modestly deriv- 
ing their profits from the labor of the 
actual producers, the toiling operatives, 
lint we cannot al agree with tho Physi- 
ocratists however plausible their logic 
may have been. 


It is not import-ant to know who are 


the producers or who are not. 
The main 


thing is for every man to find his proper 
work. Carlyle wt 11 says, "know thy work 
and do it." Kac i man's duty lies in his j 
own orbit, and th:s it is that chiefly con- !

"Is he dead ?" was the solemn query of

fered a defeat altogether unparalleled in 
extent and completeness at the late elec- 
tion. 
In regard to the consequences ol 


this defeat opinions differ very widclv, 
according to the standpoint of various 
observers. Asa rule, they may be classed 
tinder three separate heads : 


1. The greater part of the journals ol 


Democratic proclivities, while admitthij 
that the result is very largely due to the 
action of dissatisfied Republicans, yet in- 
sist that it is the end of Kepublican suc- 
cess, and is but the prelude to the final 
overthrow of that party in 1884. 


". Those Republicans why contributed 


to the result either by inaction or by 
actively consorting with the opposition, 
strenuously maintain that the Republican 
party has been made stronger and purer, 
and its probabilities of life very greatly 
improved by the defeat it lias received. 


!i. Those Republicans who remained 


true to the party organization, either 
agree with the Democratic opinion, first 
above expressed, or cling to a vague hope 
that some happy accident of the future 
may re-unite the shattered fragments of 
the party, and give it a new leaseof power 
in 1884. 


Those who entertain the novel theory 


that a party is made strong by defeat, 
proceed upon the hypothesis that voters 
are like wild turkeys, which, having been 
scattered by some intruder, never fail to 
return upon the morrow to their 
last 


roosting place. 
In so doing, they greatly 


over-estimate the force of the unimus 
mci'lKHili iii the political deserter. While 
it is true that he cannot entirely divest 
himself of the habits of thought acquired 
in the past, or at once lay aside the prin- 
ciples which he has for a considerable 
time supported, yet the very fact he has 
abandoned the party organization without 
espousing the principles of the opposition, 
adds not a little to the chances against 
speedy return to its ranks. 
Every one 


who remained faithful to the party nat- 
urally regards such a recalcitrant as a 
traitor, who has betrayed 
its interests 


once and may do it again. It is useless 
to allege purity of motive and a desire to 


animosity for some particular "boss," 
who either had interfered, or was likely 
to interfere, with the individual aspira- 
tions of that particular representative of 
"decency and morality in political meth- 
ods ;" and because of this they went with 
their maniples to the camp of the enemy. 


Of course, this feeling is well under- 


stood, and the instances in which it was 
displayed, greatly multiplied 
by the 


"thick and thin" adherents of the party ; 
but especially is every man suspected of 
such a motive marked by the defeated 
candidates and workers of the party as a 
fit and proper subject for resentment. 


The result of this state of facts is that 


a feeling of animosity now exists between 
the leading men of the two factions that 
still claim to constitute the Republican 
party, which has never existed between 
the individual representatives of the lle- 
publican and Democratic parties in any 
of the Northern States. 
The one wing 


openly rejoices in the defeat of the party 
of which it still professes to be a constit- 
uent element, and declares by its accred- 
ited organs that this defeat is "a triumph 
for the decent elements of the party." 
This assumption, not only of superior vir- 
tue, but of all the virtue of the party, is 
promptly met by the other wing with the 
charge of "treason to the party and its 
principles," hypocrisy, insincerity and a 
desire to compel the majority to yield to 
the will of a minority. The men who

whetted his knife for the slaughter of his 
comrade, and no one felt when the con- 
flict was over that he had been made a 
victim of revenge or been betrayed by the 
ambition or envy of an ally. 
This state 


of feeling is one that is uot easily over- 
come. 
Men are human, whether "Stal- 


wart" or ''IIalf-15reeds," and it is fair to 
presume that the proportion of patriotism 
and honesty in the one faction is not pcr- 
icptibly different from that in the other. 
Men do not readily forgive each other for 
lalling 
them either '-scoundrels" 
or 


'traitors," even though such appellations 
arc well deserved. 
Only the fusing heat 


of some great national crisis can bring 
the two factions together so as to act har- 
noniously 
in the campaign 
of 1884.
